The report arraigns the conduct of 
tii republic of Nicaragua as well as 
that of the American citizens securing 
the new concession in most severe 
terms. 

It attributes the course of Nicaragua to 
jealousy of Costa Rica and that of the con- 
cessionaires to “struct a great national 
policy in selling out to a “trans-continental 
railroud company for the defeat of a sup- 
posed competitor. 

“It would be well for the reputation of 
those concerned,’ the report says, “‘in thus 
dishonoring governments for their personal 
advantage and using their power to create 
jealousies between states if it could appear 
that their conduct is not so corrupt.’ 

Nicarazua’s Unwarranted Action. 
The committee adduces as a justification 

-f the new report the seriousness of the 
situation, saying on this point: 

The serious consequences likely to re- 
sult to the United States from the un- 
precedented and the unwarranted ac- 
tion of the Jate government of Nica- 
ragua and the evident purpose to force 
our government into payment of 
large sum as compensation for 
ture consent of the republic of the 
te] States of Central America to the cre- 
ation of a maritime canal through the 
San Juan river and Lake Nicaragua 
requires the committee to present the 
grounds on which it insists that this pro- 
ceeding ‘s without any support in law, 
justice or equity and that it violates 
the hitherto cordial relations of the 
United States with Nicaragua. 

The rcport takes issue with the con- 
tention of Nicaragua that that country 
owns both banks of the San Juan river, 
calling attention to the fact that Costa 
Rica has equal rights since the arbi- 
tration of President Cleveland as the 
owner of one bank of the stream. 

Attention is called to the fact that in 
making the concession of right of way 
granted by Nicaragua no mention Was 
made of Nicaragua’s claim rendering it in- 
cumbent upon Nicaragua to put the canal 
company in possession of the channel of 
the ‘river. 

‘“‘Iiere,”’ the committee says, “‘was a 
breach of the agreement for which the ca- 
nal company had paid $150,000 and which 
entitles .the company to a return of the 
money and to other damages. It aiso im- 
posed on the United States the duty of 
compelling the redress due them if redress 
had been sought.”’

Kingston Harbor Is To Be Converted 
Into a Great Naval Depot. 
Kingston, Jamaica, December 7.—As part 
of the scheme of converting Kingston har- 
bor into a great naval depot and extensive 
dock yard, in view of the construction of 
Nicaragua canal in the near future, 
the admiralty authorities have just com- 
pleted negotiations for purchase of 
Greek pond, at the Western extremity of 
the city, where the proposed dock yard 

will be constructed. 

The work will be commenced immediately 
and the dock yard is to be the largest and 
best equipped in the British dominions. A 
naval authority who has been interviewed 
on the subject says: 

“The intention is to make Jamaica an- 
other Gibraltar, to command the canal and 
be a rallying point for the naval and mili- 
tury forces of the Anglo-American alliance, 
when, by dominating both oceans, it holds 
ihe political and commercial balance of 
power in the hollow of its hands.’’

UNITED STATES WINS IN RUSSIA 


Freight Locomotives To Be Equipped 
with Air Brakes. 
Washington, December 7.—The state de- 
partment has been informed by Consul 
General Holloway at St. Petersburg that 
the Russian government has placed a trial 
order, through Smith, at Moscow, 
with an American concern to equip twelve 
freight locomotives and 200 freight cars with 

air brakes at a cost of $25,000. 

This contract was obtained in competition 
with French, German and Russian com- 
panies. Another American concern js erect- 
ing a plant in Russia to make air brakes, 
and the consul general says that if the me- 
chanical difficulties in the adaptation of 
the air ‘brake to Russian railroads can be 
overcome the entire freight rolling etock,

ANT-TICKET 
UALPING BILL 
PASSES HOUSE 


Ten Years’ Fight Made by Rail- 
roads Ends in Victory 


JUBGE ADAMSON OPPOSES IT 


Georgian from the Fourth District Says 
States Can Provide Apainst Crime, 


BARTLETT AGAINST THE MEASURE 


fiajority for the Bill Was Only Eight, 
119 Votes Being Cast for It and 
111 Against It—Fight Was 
a Long and Bitter 
One.

Washington, December 7.—(Special.)—By 
a vote of 119 to 101 the house today passed 
the anti-ticket scalping bill, thereby cul- 
minating a ten-years’ struggle on the part 
of the railroads to put an end to the busi- 
ness of ticket scalping. 

The interstate commerce commission first 
called attention to the subject in its report 
of 1888, and 
ever since in one form or another. 


it has been before congress 

During the last session extensive hearings 
were given both to the representatives of 
railroads and the scalpers and 174 pledges 
were secured for the measure, It was, how- 
ever, deemed inadvisable to bring the meas- 
ure forward until the present session. The 
debate during today’s session lasted four 
hours and was spirited upon both sides. 
None of the amendments offered were 
adopted and the bill passed as reported by 
the committee. 

Adamson Fights; the “Aeasure.' 

Judge Adamson, congfessman from” the 
fourth Georgia district, made an able and 
interesting speech against the passage of 
the bill. 


Judge Adamson made the report for 
the minority and was in control of the 
time on his side of the discussion. Hts 
position, as explained jn his speech, is 
that he is not attempting any defense 
of the scalpers, but he Opposes the bill 
purely on the ground that the state 
courts are entirely competent to handle 
alt such crimes as are covered by this 
bill and that federg) legislation is not 
necessary. He also contended that the 
bill does not secure the desired end and 
holds that even if it did, the end is not 
important enough to justify the enact- 
ment of special laws. 


Mr. Sherman, of New York, briefly ex- 
Plained the provisions of the bill, setting 
forth that it was very similar to the one 
passed by the house curing the last eon- 
gress. The changes were mainly restrictive 
upon corporations. 

The bill required the Carriers subject to 
the interstate commerce act to provide each 
agent authorized to sell tickets with a cer- 
tificate and made it unlawful! for an officer 
of such carrier to supply tickets to any but 
authorized agents. It made violation of 
these provisions a misdemeanor and pro- 
vided for the tedemption of unusual or par- 
tially used tickets and also provided penal- 
ties for forging or altering tickets. 

Mr. Sherman said this legislation had 
been repeatedly recommended by the inter- 
state commerce commission, that it had 
the support of hewspapers and commercial 
bodies and that over 3,000 petitions in its 
favor had been presented to the house dur- 
ing the present congress. The business com- 
munities had come tv look ipon the ticket 
brokerage business as illegal. The amount 
of fraud practiced, if known. would startle 
any one unfamiliar with the facts. 

Arkansas Has Amendment. 

Mr. Brundige, democrat, of Arkansas, of- 
fered as an amendment a provisio to the 
effect that the act should not apply to 
tickets that are issued by any railroad or 
other common carrier for the purpose of 
being transferred. In explaining his amend- 
ment, Mr. Brundige declared that the real 
purpose of the bill was to prevent certain 
railroads from placing tickets in the hands 
of scalpers for the purpose of being trans- 
ferred. The provision relating to forgery 
Was unnecessary. Every state had statutes 
against tHe issue of forged instruments. 

in advocacy of the bill, 
1ere Were but two sources of opposi- 
tion {to the pending measure, the ticket 
scalpérs who made money out of the busi- 
ness, and certain railroads who succeeded 
through the scalpers in violating the inter- 
State commerce law. He said that there 
were roads which did 95 per cent of their 
business through scalpers and he appealed 
to the friends of the bill not to allow the 
amendment to prevall. 

Mr, Bland, democrat, of -Missouri. said 
he favored the Brundige amendment. but 
was opposed to the bill as a whole. If the 
amendment prevailed he thought —_ the 
friends of the bill would lose interest in it. 
The purpose of the bill- was to legalize 
pooling of passenger traffic and to take 
away from the states as far as possible 
jurisdiction over this subject,

Two Special Messages Are Sent in and They Contribute to the General Humor of 
the Situation--One New Member Sworn in and One Old Member Who

In these wards there was no contest and 
no interest, but in the fourth and fifth 
wards there had been a failure to agree 
on a white primary and thers was a contest 
at the polls decided by the ability to pur- 
chase negro voters. Mr. M. J. McAuliffe 
had been broveht out as the Wash admin- 
istration candidate in the fourth and W. 
A. Mattison was backed by the Walsh peo- 
ple in the fifth. The Dunbar and Kerr fac-, 
tions that were beaten by Mr. Walsh a 
year ago in the mayoralty election, united 
wll their strength to defeat these Walsh 
candidates and sir. J. A. W. Clark was 
brought out in the fourth ward and Mr. 
R. E Eiliott in the fifth. In the fourth ward 
they succeeded overwhelmingly and in the 
fifth they landed their man, Elliott, by four 
votes. 

In the fourth ward the polis opened with 
24 nigro voters in line for McAuliffe. They 
had camped around the polls all night un- 
der guard of white lieutenants to be first 
on the ground. They were jubilant over the 
prospect of victory, but at 8:30 o’clock the 
Clark lieutenants marched 400 negro voters 
in jine to the polls from a neighboring wag- 
on yard, where they had been penned up 
all night and kept under guard. This ¢ol- 
umn, Which looked more numerous than it 
really was, broke the confidence $f the Me- 
Auliffe side and stampeded a number of 
their voters. There were several fights be- 
tween prominent workers in the opposing 
factions, but nobody was seriously hurt. 

Buying the Negroes’ Votes. 

The buying of *votes was without econ- 
cealment. The McAuliffe men paid off in 
checks; the Clark men paid off in cash right 
in the rear of the voting precinct. Entrance 
being from the east side, the negro would 
leave by the west side and being vouched 
for would be given $5. One of the Clark pay- 
masters began pinning the $5 bills on the 
lapel of the coat of the purchased voter 
and the bought voter the 
crowd with his pay money so displayed. 

Clark men were more public with money 
than the McAuliffe men. Two Clark lieu- 
tenants went among the crowd telling the 
negroes that they “had won the election,” 
but were still giving $ for votes, “had the 
money ready to pay when the ballot was 
cast; wouldn't pay but $2.50 a little later.” 

A Clark negro with five-dollar bills in his 
hand, went among the negroes showing the 
‘stuff we give for votes.”

There is no need to condemn one side 
more than the other. It is not the individ- 
ual, but the system that needs reformation.

The other side would haye won by the same 
means if it could. The whole thing is a re- 
proach to the community and a disgrace. 
Many men are declaring this shall be the 
last time, but this has been heard before 
and there is no telling.

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A Felicious Argument. 
It is a fact perfectly well known to 
the majority of those who pay taxes in 
this state that there are in Georgia only 
twenty counties that pay more into 


the state treasury than they get out of 


it. What is not so well known, though 
it is equally a fact, is that some of the 
men who represent the one hundred 
and seventeen counties which get more 
from the treasury than they pay in, are 
openly using this state of things as an 
argument against a reduction of ex- 
penses. They say to one another, “Why 
should we desire to lower the rate of 
taxation, or reduce taxation? Our coun- 
ties are getting more from the treasury 
than they pay in. We are not footing 
the bills: why, therefore, should we 
be going around demanding economy? 
We are not paying the fiddler; why 
should we mar the festivities?” 

The idea is, as our readers will per- 
ceive, that because certain interests in 
a county withdraw more money from 
the state than the taxpayers pay into 
the treasury, therefore the county is 
making money by the transaction and 
cannot afford to cut down this source 
of revenue. The fallacy of such an 
assumption should be apparent to every 
taxpayer. What are we to conclude 
when a county draws more out of the 
treasury for school purposes and pen- 


sions than the whole tax amounts to? The 


conclusion is irresistible that those who 
are compelled to pay taxes on the little 
they own do so as the result of various 
sacrifices that their neyzhbors know 
nothing of. And such is indeed the 
fact. 

The gentlemen who are proceeding on 
the assumption that these counties have 


‘a very good thing, something that they 


should hold to, forget that the money 
taken from the _ state’ treasury is re- 
turned to the pockets of only a few of 
the men who pay the taxes. The coun- 


ty taxpavers as a whole do not profit. 


in the slightest degree from the process 
which seems to meet the approval of 
some’ members of the iegislature. The 
truth is. a high tax rate falls more 
heavily on the praqperty owners of a 
county where the population is thin and 
poor, and where business is necessarily 
dull and sluggish. In proportion, these 
property owners have to go deeper into 
their pockets to pay their taxes than 


those who live in the richer counties, 


where there is more money in circula- 
tion and where business is, tn conse- 
quence, livelier. 

It seems never to have occurred to 
some that the taxpayers of some of the 
counties have suffered more deeply from 
the changed financial -conditions than 
those who live in the more prosperous 
counties. | 

Yet there are gentlemen in the legis- 
lature, who, seized and possessed by a 
fallacy, are anxious not only to contin- 
us to oppress the taxpayers in the less 
prosperous counties, but actually to add 
to the burdens of taxation by continu- 
ing the present appropriations. This 
they advocate on the ground that their 
counties get more out of the state than 


they pay into the treasury, forgetting tnai 


the taxpayers in these counties are less 
able to bear the burdens already imposed 
on them than those in the more pros- 
perous communities. Now, these gen- 
tlemen may blind their own eyes with 
this fallacy, but The Constitution doesn't 
propose that thé taxpayers of the state 
shall rest under any such ridiculous as- 
sumption. It proposes to lay the facts 
before them. If they relish them, well 
and good; at any rate, when they are 
called on to pay within a few cents of 
$7 on every $1,000 of property they own, 
they will know that they are geting no 
relief simply because a few persons in 
the county are handling a larger sum 
taken from the treasury than the tax- 
payers themselves are able to pay into it. 

There is another view to be taken. 
The gentlemen who are pursuing this 
fallacy so eagerly and with such hope of 
success fail to forget that the process 
which they are indorsing is calculated 
to cripple, if not kill, the goose that 
lays the golden egg. It is a process 
which will call for larger and larger re- 
prisals. It goes upon this theory: Here 
are a hundred and odd counties getting 
more out of the treasury than they pay 
in; therefore, come on, boys, let’s get 
as much as we can while we are about 


E 


We have had our hands in up to 
the wrist; let’s get ‘em in up to the el- 
bow. The counties that have to foot 
the bill are rich; they can stand it. This 
is the platform; let’s all get on it! 
Such are the arguments by which the 
opponents of low taxes hope to prevail. 
They seem to care nothing at ail for 
the interests of the property owners in 
the poorer counties, so Jong as they can 
bleed those of the More prosperous coun- 
ties. If they cared anything for the 
future progress of the state, they would 
perceive that the process is calculated to 
drive capital out of the state and cripple 


the prosperous communities. Capital 


that is already invested here cannot af- 
ford to bear the drain of a tax rate 
that is already higher than that of any 
other southern state. | 

The rate of 6.21 amounts to a coasid- 
erable sum when it is brought to bear 
on large investments of capital. If the 
state’s expenses are not cut down, the 
rate will have to be increased to 6.94, 
which is nearly $7 on the $1,000. We 
predict that when this occurs, capital 
awaiting investment in the south will 
seek some other state; and we very 
much fear that much that seems to be 


established here will strike its tents and . 


move elsewhere. Investments are not 
made in a state unless on terms that 
seem to be advantageous; and the high- 
est advantages may be destroyed by 


high taxes. 

We think that the humblest taxpayer 
in the state, as well as the highest, no 
matter in what county or community 
providence has cast his lot, is in favor 
of a lower rate of taxation. 

Tali Buildings Will Burn. 

The disastrous fire in New York city 
the other night has stirred up a discus- 
sicn of the fireproof capabilities of such 
structures, 

For the first time the firemen of the 
city found themselves confronted with 
a new problem—inability to throw water 
to the height of the flaming sky-scraper 
in front of them. It was found im- 
possible to throw a stream higher than 
200 feet, and even then it must be un- 
der favorable conditions. In the case 
in point, water would only reach the 
sixteenth story, and that was by carry~ 
ing up hose through several stories. It 
is now insisted by the fire department 
that all such buildings should have a 
full fire extinguishing service in each 
story, regardless of the claims of the 
architects that the building may be fire- 
proof. As to what constitutes a fire- 
proof building, it is only a matter of de- 
gree. Make the fire hot enough, and 
the metal will run into streams of lava. 

Will this experience put an end to the 
building of sky-scrapers? President 
Stone, of the Greenwich Fire Insurance 
Company, says the fire will certainly 
stop the rush of insurance men to secure 
such risks, and points to the possibility 
of an increased rate being put on for 
each additional story. There ig certain- 
ly more reason for such a move than 
there is for an increase of rates when 
residences are built within certain dis- 
tances of each other. 

The question has assumed some in- 
terest in this city, because we are also 
on the way fo high stories. But then, 
it must be recollected that we have Cap 
Joyner to fight the fire, and New York 
did not. 
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The Condition of the Negroes. 

In his letter to The New York Sun, ex- 
Governor Bullock said that “there is no 
recorded history of any race having 
equaled the progress of the negro from 
slavery to the present day,”’ and the ed- 
itor of that paper, although he is a par- 
tisan republican, declares that this re- 
mark “deserves the proud considera- 
tion of every mah'of that race and of 
all its well-wishers, and they include 
the whole people of the United States 
of everv color.” 

The one remark is as true as the other, 
and both taken together show how re- 
publican opinion on this question has 
changed since it has been taken out of 
politics. The next step in advance will 
be for the negro himself to get out of 


partisan politics until he is able to give 


a still better account of himself in 
other directions. Why do we say this? 
Because we do not want the negro to 
enjoy his political rights? Such, indeed, 
would have been the inevitable interpre- 
tation of the suggestion a few years 
ago; but it is made because we want 
the negro to take the fullest advantage 
of the practical and material opportuni- 
ties that offer themselves. 

Now, he cannot take the fullest advan- 
tage of these opportunities as long as 
he remains an active political partisan. 
Such partisanship as the negro poli- 
ticians display may be depended on to 
create more or less friction, and the 


—— we 


more friction there is, the fewer the op- 


portunities for him. 

There have been conflicts between 
the races, but how few in number com- 
pared with the population, or with the 
predictions or fears of those who saw 
nothing in the future of the negro but 
a hopeless struggle against white ene- 
mies. The editor of The Sun pays a 
deserved tribute to the situation as it 
exists and to the condition of the ne- 
gro, which is far better than anybody 
had the right to hope it would be, 

As The Sun says, the white people of 
the south bave every reason to desire 
harmony between the races. If the 
negroes at Wilmington who had charge 
of affairs had displayed any capacity 
for governing or exercised any consider- 
ation toward those who own the proper: 
ty and pay the taxes, the trouble there 
would not have developed as rudely as 
it did. It is true that negro domination 
is intolerable to the whites, but the af- 
fair at Wilmington would have had a 
different beginning if the negro rulers 
had been conservative, considerate and 
fair. 

It is for that reason we advise negroes 
to let partisan politics alone, and ad- 
dress themseives to the practical work 
of building up the material interests of 
theirs race.

Good Advice from a Bishop. 

By far the best advice which has yet 
been given the colored race cames from 
Bishop J. W. Uood, of the African 
Methodist church. 

Bishop Hood's views are especially to 
be cOmmended because he lives in North 
Carolina, in the storm-center of the 
present agitation, and he is thus en- 
abled to speak advisedly. The occa- 
sion upon which he spoke was the an- 
nual conference at Carthage; ‘I am as- 
tonished,”’ said he, “at how little I have 


been discouraged or disturbed by the 


events which have brought sadness, 
gloom and sorrow to so many hearts.”

tween. the races, he found it in the ie 
norance of his own people, in their 
weakness in accepting the leadership of 
bad men, and in the fact that they so 
easily allow themselves to be led into 
opposition to their white neighbors, who 
are, after all, their best friends. To show 
that sensible conduct on part of colored 
men secures for them the respect and 
protection of their white neighbors, the 
bishop cites his own town. He says: 

“It bas seemed to me that the white 
people there have taken extraordinary 
pains to be pleasant, notwithstanding 
every man voted as he chose and had 
his vote counted as cast. The condi- 
tion of things in the state at large is 
the result of bad leadership.” 

The alliance with populism the bishop 
regarded as an effort to seek enemies, 
because there was nothing else in it to 
attract colored men who are naturally 
republicans. The climax of folly was 
their support of Governor Russell in 
1896. This leads to the declaration that 
“the only surprise on my partis that the 
strife which we have had recently did 
not occur two years ago in connection 
with that campaign, and Governor Rus- 
sell’s administration has not tended to 
the promotion of a better feeling.”’ 

It is in the following paragraph that 
the bishop sums up the whole cause of 
trouble: 

“So far as we are concerned ourselves, 
the root of the evil is the insatiate de- 
sire for office, regardless of fitness. We 
are plagued both in church and state by 
Office seekers. Everybody seems to want 
an office, and many do not stop to think 
whether they have fitness for office or 
not. I was once offered the position of 
collector of customs at Wilmington. Of 
course I did not accept it, for what do I 
know about a collector’s business? All 
my training and study have been in a 
different direction. I am sure IT am 
calied to preach, and I think I know 
something about that. I am at home in 
the pulpit, but in the custom house ! 
should have been like a cat in a strange 
garret, as the saying is. And yet there 
are many seeking sich offices who are 
no more fit for them than I am.” 

‘These views all sustzin the position of 
The Constitution, that there is no real 
provlem between the races, so long as 


‘they continve in the performance of the 


duties incumbent upon citizenship. It 
is only the agitators and the disturbers 
who create trouble. ‘The sooner the 
colored race learns to drop the anxious 
politicians and half-educated place-hunt- 
ers, the better it will be for it. 
Drop the politicians, and go to work! 
A Lry from the Country. 


That the most stringent economy will 
be required in order to get through the 
coming year is becoming every day more 
apparent. 

In the desperation brought upon our 
people by the low price of cotton, there 
was hope of escape through the planting 
of large food crops. The continual rains, 
however, have so interfered with work 
that the following words from Mr. T. J. 
Flake are worthy the attention of all 
our farmers: 


‘To the farmers of Georgia: The unprec- 
edented bad weather of October and No- 
vember has made it impossible for the 
farmers of our section (and so far as I am 
informed of the whole cotton growing belt) 
to sow Wheat at the usual time. We now 
find ourselves confronted with conditions 
Cotton selling for 
less than price of production, costing frém 
one-third to one-half of its value to have it 
gathered, much ;jof it abandoned in the 
Nelds, a large per cent beat out and ruined 
on the ground, and all of it very much im- 
paired in value, and now the outlook is 
that we will miss a wheat crop on account 
of it being impossible to prepare the land to 
sow. If it should not rain another drop 
before the Ist of January our clay lands 
would fhen be boo wet for thorough prepa- 
ration. Our only chances are, as I see 
them, to harrow the grain in lightly with 
any kind of surface cultivator. Don’t wait 
to plow up the cotton stalks, but harrow 
as though cultivating the cotton, or go 
across the rows if more convenient. Of 
course, put on fertilizers as usual. If the 
weather permits, rip up the stalks before 
the wheat is up, and follow with a brush 
to smooth the land. If you can’t have an 
opportunity to plow up the stalks before 
the wheat appears, then Jet them stand un- 
til March and frail them down so as to pre- 
pare the land for the scythe. Soak your 
seed wheat in bluestone water to kill the 
imperfect grains that produce smut. Seed 
as heavily as the fertility of the soil will 
warrant. 

My extreme solicitation for the good of 
our section is the only apology for making 
these suggestions. 

It is to be hoped that all intelligent 
farmers throughout the state will imi- 
tate Mr. Flake in trying to help their 
comrades through the coming year. Dis- 
aster can only be avoided by a united 
effort of all to work, and of the more 
fortunate to help their less favored 
brethren with such advice and direction 


as will enable them to — the most of 


the situation.

This cal) was 
sustained. Thereupon the clerk proceeded 
to call the rol] of members. Mr. Johnson, of 
Bartow, then moved that the whole matter 
be tabled and called for the yeas and nays 
on that motion. This call was also sustain- 
ed and when the yeas and nays were called 
the vote stood yeas 102, and nays 44. Ac- 
cordingly the whole matter was tabled and 
the fixing of the time for the consideration 
of the bill in question will have to come up 
later. 

Mr. Johnson in Favor of Reduction. 

When the house finally resolved itself into 
the committee of the whole house for the 
purpose of resuming the consideration of 
the genera! appropriations bill, Mr. John- 
son, of Bartow, started the debate by forci- 
bly advocating the reduction of the common 
school appropriation. He argued that the 
embarrassment of the state at the present 
time was such that it was absolutely nec- 
essary to adopt the policy of retrenchment. 
Referring to the argument which Mr. Rose, 
of Camden, had made on the preceding day, 
he contended that Mr. Rose could afford 
to advocate making the common school ap- 
propriation $1,000,000, since the cqunty from 
which he came received from the state 
treasury considerably more than {it paid 
into the state treasury. He argued that 
if the taxpayers of Camden county did not 
ccrsider themselves burdened enough he 
would favor allowing them to maintain 
their own system of education. 

Mr. Gritfith’s Opposition. 

Mr, Griffith, of Haralson, spoke next. He 
declared that most of the members of the 
house who had advocated the reduction of 
the common school appropriation had come 
from the cities. He said that these mem- 
bers professed to be the friends of the op- 
pressed farmers of the state, but that in 
reality they were the friends of the big tax 
payers in the rich counties. He said that 
the farmers of the state were opposed to 
the reduction of the common school appro- 
priation, and that in justice to this impor- 
tant element of the state’s population it 
was the duty of the legislature to keep the 
common school appropriation up to the 
limit of the past two years. He said that 
Governor Candler had stated before the 
people that he was in favor of sustain- 
ing the common schools and that the mem- 
bers the legislature ought to stand upon 
the same platform. 

Supported by Mr. Slaton. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, who next ob- 
tained the recognition of the chair, stated 
that he resented the argument which some 
of the members had seen fit to make io 
the effect that the movement to reduce ap, 
propriations originated in the cities. He 
declared that in spite of the fact that the 
people of Fulton county paid one-seventh 
of the taxes of’ the state, the representa- 
tives of Fulton county had not participated 
in the fight which was made upon the sal- 
aries of railroad commissioner. He de- 
clared that the people of Fulton county 
sustained, in a large measure, the burden of 
the common school appropriation, but that 
the representatives of Fulton county had 
not led the fight against the common school 
appropriation, He said that two years ago 
they had warmly supported the increase 
of $400,000. Speaking for himself, he said 
that he was the friend of the common 
schools of the state, and thatif times were 
better he would not advocate reducing the 
allowance made to them; but in view of 
the embarrassment under which the state 
labored, he declared that he was compelled 
to support the reduction. He quoted the 
views of Governor Candler upon the ne- 
cessity of retrenchment, and declared that 
there was no better democrat in Georgia 
than Governor Candler. He said that the 
city and the county ought to stand together 
in the matter of reducing the common 
school appropriation. 

Mr. Post Opposes Reduction. 

Mr. Post. of ‘Coweta, spoke next. He 
declared that the destiny of the common 
schools of Georgia depended, in a large 
measure, upon the action which the legis- 
ture should see fit to take on this im- 
portant question. He argtied that the in- 
crease of $400,000, which was made in the 
common. school appropriation two years 
ago, might have been exressive in view of 
the stringency of the times, but he de- 
clared that it would be worse than par- 
simonious to strike out that increase at 
the present time. He said that he was in 
favor of reducing the fund to some extent, 
but that he was not in favor of reducing 
it to the $600,000 basis. He said that he 
was compelled to support the amendment 
fixing the common school appropriation at 
$800,000, 

Mr. McGehee, of Harris, 
recognized, argued in opposition to the re- 
duction of the common school appropria- 
tion. He said that he rould not see why it 
was that members who advocated increas- 
ing the appropriations to jAigher educa- 
tional institutions were so ardently in fa- 
vor of reducing the already small pittance 
bestowed upon the children of Georgia. 
Mr. Reynolds in Favor of Reduction. 

Mr. Reynolds, of Richmond, next urgued 
with great earnestness in favor of reduc- 
tion. He said that the was the friend of 
the rurai sections of Georgia, but that he 
could not understand why the representa- 
tives of the rural] districts should charge 
that the cities were inspiring the movement 
to reduce the common school appropria- 
tion.

The question was decided before the con- 
gregation entered the c'surch last night. A 
large majority, Dr. Brovghton among oth- 
ers,. favored placing the property on 
There was no doubt as to the outcome, 
the resolution providing for the sale of 
property would not have received so large 
a vote thad not the extraordinary scene 
Cccurred Jest night. 

Dr, Broughton, in 
gregalion before the vote iaken on 
the question, said: ‘“T thing 
1 hope I have, and-!I hope all otf you be- 
lieve I have it, and that is my religion.’ 
Some one, said to be a member of the 
congregation, called out, “Il doubt it,’ but 
by this the pastor was not disconcerted, 
and only referred to it from time to time 
during the conference. 

After a motion to adjourn had been 
passed members of the congregation e@th- 
ered around Dr. Broughton, many of them 
weeping. They caught him by the hand, 
threw their arms around his neck. Sei- 
ccm before has :uch a demonstration becn 
given a pastcr of this city in his church, 
just as never before was. such a scene 
enacted during a conference as occurred 
last night. Many members o? the congre- 
setion, as they left the church, had their 
faces puried in their handkerchiefs, and 
the men gathered in places near the church 
and discussed the unusual occurrence, 

Whaet Dr. Broughton Says. 

After the conference Dr. Broughton said 
for publication: 

“I never before heard of a pastor re- 
ceiving the treatment given me tonight by 
certain members of my congregation, nor 
have: I ever before heard of so splendid a 
victory for a pastor in the 
opposition.’ 

It is intimated by members of the 
eregation that the members who last night 
ereated the scene in the ehurch will be 
expelled. If action fs taken, it is proba- 
ble that the developments wil] be inter- 
esting. 

Dr. Broughton announced 
open. last night at 7:30 
prayer the reports of 
officers of the church and board of dea- 
cons were read and adopted. Robert §S. 
Ozburn, chairman of a committee appoint-

As quickly as it had begun the laughter 
and applause ceased. Such a thing had 
never before happened in an Atlanta church 
and was realized. All eyes were 
turned on the pastor, who now stood erect 
and dignified. Then taking a step forward 
he spoke, his voice ringing with earnest- 
but trembling with emotion: 

Majority Applauds. 

“If I.’ he said, “had insulted my pastor in 
his own church; if LI had doubted his re- 
ligion and done what you have just done i 
would sneak away by the back door to 
some back alley and wash my face in the 
Slush and filth.’’ 

Again the church rang with applause. 
This time it eminated from the supporters 
of Dr. Broughton, ‘There was the contempt 
in ‘his voice which. made his meaning un- 
mistakable, but he evidently did not in- 
tend to so move his friends. He raised his 
hand as a signal for silence and they be- 
came quiet. 

“Tt am sorry you did that,” he said, ‘‘al- 
though you did it for me. All I wish now 
to say that I never before heard of Church 
members insulting their pastor while ihe 
spoke to them, nor have I ever before 
heard them doubt the religion of the ap- 
pointed messenger of Gog.” 

Dr. Broughton resumed ‘his seat and 
buried his face in this handkerchief, while 
the movement of his shoulders displayed 
the emotion through which he was passing. 
For a few moments noting was said. Final- 
ly Dr. Broughton again took the chair and 
Mr. Bell spoke in favor of the original Teso- 
lution, deploring the demonstrations which 
had just occurred.

Mr. Park’s Speech. 

Mr. Park, of Greene, closed che debate. 
He said that he was the'friend of the 
common schools of Georgia, but that in 
view of the stringency of the times he 
felt that ic was necessary to reduce the 
common schocl appropriation. He _ said 
that he was not in favor of making the 
common school appropriation $600,000, but 
that he was in favor of the amendment 
proposed by himself making it $800,000 and 
adding thereto any revenue which ight 
be derived from taxation on property in 
excess of $425,900,000. 

$800,000 a Winning Figure. 

When the time came to vote on 
matter Mr. Knowles. of Fulton, vho 
in the chair, stated that the amendments 
of Mr. LeRoche,. of Chatham; Mr. Park, 
of Greene, and Mr. € of Richmond. 
wouid be put before oher amend- 
ments, since they mixed proposi- 
tions. 

Under this ruling of the first 
amendment acted upon Was the amendment 
of Mr. LeRoche, Chatham, fixing the 
common school appropriation at $750,000 in 
addition €o revenues ng trom property 
returned for taxation in excess Of 3412,100,- 
00O. On this amendment the vote stood 27 
[0 iis. amendment was 


lost. 

The next amendment acted upon was the 
amendmen of Mr. Park, Greene, fixing 
the common school appropriation at $800,009 
in addition to revenues arising from prop- 
erty returned for taxation in excess of 
$425,000,.000. On this amendment the vote 
stood 51 to 99. Consequently this amend- 
ment was also lost. 

The next amendment acted upon was 
the amendment of Mr. Caivin, of Rich- 
mond, to fix the common school appropria- 
tion at $600,000 in addition to revenues aris- 
ing from property returned for taxation 
in excess of $412,000,000. On motion of Mr. 
Harrison, of Quitman, the «wo propositions 
contained in the amendment were acted 
upon separately. There was some disci 
sion over the matter, but Speaker Little 
ruled that it was in accordance with par- 
liamentary usage co divide amendments 
if that request was made., On the first 
proposition the. vote stood 64 to 88. On the 
second proposition the vote stood 0 to 134. 
Mr. Calvin himself refused to vote for 
this proposition, since its effect was vir- 
tually destroyed by reason of the division 
of the amendment. 

Chairman Knowles ciated 
amendment to be acted 
amendment of Mr. Everett, of Stewart, to 
fix the common schooi appropriation at 
$1,000,040. On this amendment the vote 
stood 65 to 9%. Consequently this amend- 
ment was lost. Next came the amendment 
of Mr. Adams, of Putnam, to fix the com- 
mon sehool appropriation at $800,000. On 
this emendment the vote stood 119 to 46. 
Thereupon ‘chairman Knowles declared tne 
amendment adopted and directed tne clerk 
to fill out the blank in the genera) appro- 
priations bill with the sum of $s00,000. 

The Geological Department. 

When the appropriation for the geological 
department was reached the clerk was di- 
rected to read the amendment of the com- 
mittee proposing to strike out the entire 
uppropriation of $8,000. Mr. Anderson, of 
Bartow, proposed to amend by reducing the 
appropriation from $3,000 to $6,000. The mat- 
ter was stii] pending when the hour for the 
consideration of Mr. Brandon's pension bills 
arrived. Thereupon the committee of the 
whole house arose, reported progress and 
asked leave to sit again. 

Chairman Tatum, of the 
prepare suitable resolutions on the death 
of Representative Jones, of Dougherty, 
submitted his report, which was unani- 
mously adopted by a rising vote. 

Mr. Brandon’s Pension Bills. 

Since 12 o’clock was the hour set for the 
consideration of the bills of Mr. Brandon, 
of Fulton, to prevent confederate veterans 
or widows of confederate veterans from 
drawing pensions from the state unless they 
can prove that they are not able to sup- 
port themselves, Speaker Little directed 
the clerk to read the first one of these bills. 
Thereupon the clerk proceeded to read bill 
number 127. 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, That sec- 
tion 1262, of volume 1, of the code ot said 
State of the year 18%5, be and is, hereby 
amended by adding the following words at 
the end of said section, to-wit: ‘Provided 
further, that no person whatever, whether 
she has heretofore received a pension under 
this section or not, shall be entitled hereaf- 
ter to be paid any pension hereunder un- 
less she shail prove by her own uffidavit 
and that of one other person who Knows 
her circumstances that owing to her pover- 
ty she is unable to provide a living for 
herself in addition to the proof required by 
section 1268 and ‘under other statutes per- 
taining thereto; but those whose applica- 
tions for pensions shall have been granted 
before this act shall take effect shal] not 
be required to make any further proof 
under this act except that. hereinbefore re- 
quired for showing that owing to their 
poverty they are unable to provide a living 
for themselves, so that said section when 
thus amended shall read as follows: To the 
‘idow of every Georgia confederate soldier, 
und to the widow of every confederate gol- 
dier who enlisted in a Georgia regiment, 
and to the widow of every confederate s@l- 
dier who is herself a native Georgian now 
in the state of Georgia, and so 
long\as she may continue to so reside there. 
shal] be paid annually on the 15th day of 
February a pension of $60; provided, that 
this section shall only apply to such wid- 
OWS as were married at the tiene of the 
service of such husband in the confederate 
army and have remained unmarried since 
the death of such soldier husband: provided, 
further, that the said soldier hus- 
band shall have died in the 
service et the confederate states, 
or since from wounds received therein. or 
disease contracted in the service; provided 
further, that no person whatever. whether 
she has heretofore receivéd a pension under 
this section or not, shal] be entitled here- 
after to be paid any pension hereunder 
unless she shall prove by her own affidavit 
and that of one other person who knows 
her circustances that owing to her poverty 
she is unable to provide a living for herself, 
in addition to the proof required by section 
1263 and other statutes pertaining thereto: 
but those whose applications for pensions 
shall have been granted before this act 
shal] take effect shall not be required 
to make any further proof under this act, 
except that hereinbefore required for show- 
ing that owing to their poverty they are 
unable to provide a living for themselves. 

‘Sec, 2. Ra it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid. That al] laws and parts 
of jaws in conflict with this act be, an@d 
the same are, hereby repealed.’’ 

The ways and means committee, which 
cheatin sch the bill back to the 
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house several days ago, proposed certain 
amendments to the bill, but in lieu of these 
amendments, Mr. Brandon, Fulton, of- 
fered the following substitute by striking 
Out the words: ‘ 

“Provided further, That no person what- 
ever, whether she has heretofore received a 
pension under this section or not, shall be 
entitled hereafter to be paid any pension 
hereunder unlees she shall prove by her own 
affidavit and in addition in the manner pre- 
scribed by section 1263 and other cognate 
sections of said code, that her indigence and 
poverty make such pension necessary for 
ner support,’’ and by substituting for said 
words in both said places the words: ‘‘Pro- 
vided, however, that no person whatever, 
whether she has heretofore received a pen- 
sion under this section or not. shall be en- 
titled to be paid any pension hereunder un- 
less she shall prove by her own affidavit 
what property effects or income she pos- 
sesses, and by the aflidavit of three other 
pérsoms who know her circumstances, whose 
trustworthy character shall be certified to 
by the ordinary of her county, that she 
is unable, owing to her poverty, to pro- 
vide a living for herself; but those whose 
applications for pensions shall have been 
Branted before this act shall take effect 
shall not be required to make any further 
proof under this act. except that hereinbe- 
fore stated for showing that owing to their 
poverty they are una} ble to provide a living 
for themsclves.’ 

Mr. Brandon’s Argument. 

In support of the Mr. 
dressed the house at some lenguh. He said 
that the the bill under considera- 
tion was to prevent widows of confederate 
soldiers from drawing pensions from the 
State unless they could show that on ac- 
count of poverty they were unable to sup- 
port themselves, He said that he yielded 
fo no man in the homage which he paid 
to the widows of eonfederate soldiers and 
that he was not Willing to deprive needy 
pensioners under the act in question of 
single dollar, but he declared that it 
Was not just to the taxpayers of Georgia 
at the present crisis for pensioners to be 
drawing money from the treasury. of the 
State when they were able to take cafe 
of themseives. He argued that the bur- 
den of taxation in Georgia was greater 
than the taxpayers of state Ought to 
be called upon to bear and that the need 
or jegisiation on the line of reducing the 
burden of taxation was urgent. Comparing 
Georgiu With other states, he declared that 
the tax rate in Georgia was greater than 
it Was in any other state in: the south ex- 
cept one, He argued that Georgia Wus 
doing more for her confederate veterans 
than either the states of Virginia, South 
Carolina or Mississippi, and that even if 
the bills of which he was the author passed 
Georgia would still be doing more for her 
confederate veterans than any-of the states 
named, He said that no man in Georgia 
was more loyal to the confederate veterans 
than Governor lien D. Candler, but that 
Governor Allen D. Candler thimself had 
advocated the hecessity of reducing the 
fund paid to pensioners. He said that he 
had received letters of cordial indursement 
confederate veterans, who believed 
that the biils in question ought to be en- 
acted into laws, and that he would not 
have received such letters if the bills in 
question were unfriendly to the confederate 
veterans. Furthermore, he said that the 
press of the state was strongly in favor of 
reducing iaxes the lines preseribed in 
the bilis. He argued that it was only 
just and right that the pills should be 
enacted into luws. 

Supportei by Mr. Overstreet. 

Mr. Overstreet, of Screven, next took the 
floor. He said that hefeit that he would 
be unjust to his convictions if he remained 
silent during the discussion of the question 
before the thouse. He said that ‘he was 
loyal to the memories of the past, but 
that he recognized the fact that the time 
had come to revise the pension rolls. He 
said that the people Whom he represented 
were in favor of being taxed for the sup- 
port of needy pensioners, but not for the 
support of those who were not needy, He 
said that the legislature must be just to 
the taxpayers of the state before it is gen- 
erous to the pensioners of the state. At 
the conclusion of Mr. Overstreet’s short 
but eloquent speech the house adjourned 
until 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 

Abie Speech of Mr. Morris. 

Mr. Morris, of Cobb, was the first member 
who took the floor yesterday afternoon in 
support of the bills of Mr. Brandon, of 
Fulton, He argued that pensioners would 
not be required under the provisions of the 
bills in question to take the pauper’s oath, 
but simply to show what property they pos- 
sessed. He argued that there was no in- 
justice to the confederate veterans in the 
provisions of the bills. He said that he was 
not in the war himself, but that no man 
in the house ‘had more relatives in the war 
than he had and that he was not disloyal 
to the old soldiers. He said that, in view 
of the stringency of the times, it was only 
right and proper that the state should 
withhold its bounty from persons who were 
able to take care of themselves, He said 
that the provisions of the bills were not 
calculated to affect the needy. Otherwise 
he declared he would be unalterably op- 
posed to its passage. He said that he be- 
lieved that the old soldiers of the state were 
heartily in accord with the bills. 

Dr. Watkins, of Gilmer, Opposes. 

Dr. Watkins, of Gilmer, next took the 
floor. He stated that ‘he was influenced by 
conservatism in opposing the bills of Mr. 
Brandon, of Fulton. He stated that he 
recognized the fact that retrenchment was 
needed on expenditures, but that he did 
not indorse the method which the house 
had taken In order to reach that result. He 
argued that he was opposed to the policy 
of singling out particular objects upon 
wihich to apply the knife. On this account 
he stated that he was opposed to reducing 
the common school appropriation and on 
this same account he declared that he was 
unable to support the bilis of Mr. Bran- 
don, of Fulton. He 
favor of reducing expenditures summetri- 
cally, by starting at the top and coming 
down to the bottom, he declared that he 
was opposed to specializing in the man- 
ner prescribed in the bills, 

Supported by Mr. Ellis. 

Mr. Ellis, of Bibb, spokKe next. He said 
that he represented hundreds of pension- 
ers in Bibb county and that he yielded to 
no man in the allegiance which he rendered 
to the old soldiers of the south, but he de- 
clared that he was eternally opposed to go- 
ing down into the pockets of the oppressed 
taxpayers of the state for money with 
which to pay persions to those who were 
not in need of help. He said that in num- 
berless cases in this state confederate vyet- 
erans themselves were paying taxes with 
which to pension their wealthy comrades 
and he declared that such was not right, 
Mr. Ellis said that he wanted to see the 
old soldiers appreciated, but not at the 
expense of old soldiers, and that conse- 
quently ‘he felt constrained to support the 
bills of Mr. Brandon. 

Opposed by Mr. Harrison. 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, was next rec- 
ognized. He said that he was opposed to 
the particular bill under discussion on the 
ground that it made the poverty of the 
widow the test of her right to the consid- 
eration of the state. He argued that the 
noble women of Georgia who had endured 
the hardships of the war with such pailent 
fidelity deserved befter treatment at the 
hands of the legislature. He said that he 
was opposed to that method of reducing ex- 
penditures 

Mr. Hammet, of Troup, followed Mr. 
Harrison, of Quitman. He said that he re- 
alized that there was need of retrenchment 
in the finances of the state, but that he was 

opposed to reducing expenditures py

Mr. Wade, of Brooks, spoke next. He said 
that he represented the younger element of 
the country and that he rejoiced in the 
fact that the stars and stripes triumphed 
at Appomattox, but he declared that he 
Was unalterably opposed to economizing in 
the proposed manner. He said that he voted 
to reduce the ¢ommon school appropriation, 
but that he could not vote to reduce the 
fund paid to confederate soldiers and the 
widows of confederate soldiers.

Many Petitions Are Heard and Session 
of Board Yestercay Afternoon 
Was Lively.

The Atlanta and West Point railroad will 
construct a belt line around the southern 
portion of the county. A petition was pre- 
sented at the meeting of the board of 
county commissioners yesterday afternoon 
asking for the right to build a railway line 
through the southern portion of the county 
extending from the Central railroad on 
the west to the Georgia railroad on the 
€ast, 

The petition stated that a number of 
the country roads which the line will cross 
would have to be in some instances lowered 
and others raised to the level of the Nine, 
and the right to do this was asked. 
petition of the road was referred 
committee. 

It is proposed that the belt line will com- 
mence on the Atlanta and West Point right 
way, near the residence of Mr. Anthony 
Murphy, a point beyond Fort McPherson. It 
Will start south, gradually turn toward the 
east and pass through the county on the 
north of Clark university, extending 
into Reynoldstown, and join the reorgia 
railroad near the present depot of the 
Seaboard Air-Line at Inman Park. 

There has been placed on record in the 
clerk’s office a number of deeds from per- 
sons owning property in Reynoldstown 
and vicinity conveying property to the At- 
lanta and West Point railroad. This is for 
a portion of the right of way through that 
Land has been purchased in this 
district aggregating $9,410. 

According to the outlines in the petition 
a part of the line will run within the city 
limits. The construction of this line will 
five the Atlanta and West Point great fa- 
cilitles for handling freight, and all its 
freight cars will be carried around the 
city, while they now ‘have to.pass through 
it, If the line is built it will give the road 
an eastern entrance into the eity, and 
should the new depot be placed east of Loyd 
Street, all trains over the road can go that 
route and not pass over the street erossings 
in the central part of the city. 

Board Discusses Chert. 

James R. Gray appeared before the board 
with a petition from a number of citizens 
in the northern portion of the county ask- 
ing the board to place a chert payement 
on the Peachtree road from the five-mile 
post, Where the pavement now ends, to 
Buckhead, a distance of little more than a 
mile. 

Commissioner Jack Spalding moved that 
the road committee be instructed to buy 
the material and commence the work on 
the road. Commissioner Rosser favored 
tae motion. The motion was opposed by 
Chairman Brown, who stated that Hiemp- 
hill avenue and the Mayson and Turner’s 
ferry road should receive attention. He 
said that he did not believe that patch work 
should be done on the roads, and that if 
any more chert was to laid on Peachtree 
road that it be placed all the way from the 
five-mile post to the county line. He amend- 
ed the original motion to this effect. Com- 
missioner Adair favored mecadam. He 
said it Was cheaper and as durable. He 
suid it Was understood that the board would 
not authorize any more chert roads. 

There was a lively debate over the ques- 
tion. Commissioner Rosser said he favored 
mecadam under certain conditions. Mr. 
Spalding amended ‘his motion to the effect 
that the rock now on the proposed route be 
used as a foundation for the chert. Chair- 
man Brown put the motion and the vote 
stood ayes 2 and nays 2. No decision could 
be made and it was decided that the ques- 
tion go over until the next meeting. 


Want Street Opened. 

Mr. J. N. Bateman presented a petition 
from the residents near St. Charles ave- 
nue asking that that street be opened so 
as to extend across the railroad. This was 
referred. He offered another petition ask- 
ing that a strip of the militia district which 
is now under the jurisdiction of Judge 
Langston to be cut off and added to the 
134th district and placed under the. juris- 
diction of Justice Landrum.
